*The purpose of the following is to provide a quick cheat sheet of links to connect Lamson family 
generations. 


My 5th great-grandparents were Edward Lamson, Sr., and Ruth Lewis. 
Ruth is a Mayflower descendant of John Howland, Stephen Hopkins, William Brewster, the Tilley family, 
etc. Edward is my brick wall line. 


Edward Lamson, Sr., was born 13 DEC 1766, unknown place of birth, unknown parents. He married Ruth 
Lewis, daughter of John Lewis and Hannah Hopkins, on 6 JUL 1789, Wellfleet, Barnstable, 
Massachusetts. Ruth was born 15 SEP 1763, Wellfleet, Barnstable, Massachusetts. They first appear in 
Stafford Township, Monmouth County, New Jersey, on the AUG 1796 Stafford Tax List, in which 
Edward owns 15 acres improved land, 15 acres unimproved land, and | cattle. Their first 2 or 3 children 
were born in Wellfleet, Massachusetts, and the others were all born in NJ. Their children: Edward Jr. 
(married Catherine Bennett- my line), Hannah (married Reverend John Cranmer), Samuel (married Mary 
___), Matthias (married Achsah Spragg), Elizabeth (married Jesse Bennett), Thomas (married Mary 
Simmons/Seaman), William (married Achsah Simmons/Seaman), Naomi (married Job Letts), Rachel 
(married _ Hazelton), and Francis E. Lamson. 


Edward Lamson, Sr., died 19 JUN 1831, and Ruth died 7 APR 1831, both died in Manahawkin, Stafford 
Township, Monmouth County, NJ, and are both interred at First Methodist Meeting House Burial 
Grounds, Beach and Division Streets, Manahawkin, Ocean County, New Jersey, USA.

*Edward’s birth record has his name, but no birthdate, and his sister Hannah born 20 OCT 1793 is written 
under his name, and it states they are the children of Edward and Ruth Lamson, recorded in Wellfleet 
town records. They were the first two children born. The family moved to NJ shortly after they were born.

Phoebe is buried in Beach Avenue Cemetery, Beach and Division Streets, Manahawkin, NJ. She shares 
the headstone with her 2nd husband, Thomas Elberson, and Nellie S. Dixson. Phebe’s part of the 
headstone is engraved as: Phebe Elberson, Born 1814, Died 1890. 

Phoebe’s maiden name is Phoebe Lamson. Her first husband was John Mathis Headley. 

*Phoebe was approved as a Mayflower descendant by the New Jersey Society of Mayflower Descendants. 
*I have obtained Phoebe’s death certificate, which was recorded on a ledger, and it was recorded wrong. It 
is a locked record on FamilySearch, so you can only view it at an FHC/FHL, or, you can order it from 
New Jersey State Archives. Her name was spelled wrong as “Phebe Elbin,” died 20 APR 1890, Stafford, 
Ocean County, NJ, age 76. Citation at NJSA: 1889-90. 79 - E119. 

*Phoebe’s Ist marriage to John Mathis Headley is also spelled wrong as “John Hoddy to Phebe Lampson” 
married 12 JUL 1829, married in Dover Township, but lived in Stafford Township, Monmouth County, 
NJ.

*Phoebe’s second marriage to Thomas Elberson is also spelled wrong. The record is written in cursive in 
the church book and states: "23 MAR 1848: Thos. Elberson of Manahawking married Phebe L. Headly of 
Camden." 

Of note, the village of Manahawkin was in Stafford Township, Monmouth County, NJ, but became a part 
of Ocean County, NJ, around 1850. Also of note, per what my great-grandfather Elvern Bacon Headley 


told our family, after Phoebe's first husband John Mathis Headley died, Phoebe took their son Elwood 
Headley and went to either Philadelphia or Camden and she got a job as a seamstress and assigned her son 
as an apprentice to learn the tailor's trade. Elwood grew sick so he went back to the sea. Elvern Bacon 
Headley is son of Elwood Headley, and grandson of John Mathis Headley and Phoebe Ann Lamson. 

In this church record, the "L" in Phoebe's name stands for "Lamson" which is her maiden name.

Chapel. 

This Indenture made 12 MAR 1803 between Reuben Randolph, Sr., of Manahawkin, Stafford Township, 
Monmouth County, New Jersey, to Benjamin Seamon, Samuel Bennett, Edward Lambson, Benjamin 
Randolph, Henry Pearson, Thomas Randolph, Nathan Crane, Levi Camburn, and William Randolph, the 
Trustees of the Manahawkin Methodist Episcopal Chapel, of the same state aforesaid, in trust for the sum 
of $10.00. Bounded as follows: Beginning 5 feet from the west end of the schoolhouse and about 3 feet 
south of the northwest corner of the schoolhouse (then contains measurements back to the beginning), 
containing | quarter of an acre and 26/100, on the condition that the aforementioned Trustees build and 
erect a place of worship for the members of the Episcopal Methodist Church which from time to time may 


be agreed on and adopted by the Ministers and Preachers of the aforesaid church at their general 
conferences to preach and expound the Scriptures therein.

This record connects the children of Edward Lamson, Sr. (deceased). Edward Lamson, Sr., was married to 
Ruth Lewis. Two of Edward's children were dead at the time of this record, so their respective portions of 
the estate went to their children, who are Edward Lamson Sr's grandchildren. The 2 dead children of 
Edward Lamson, Sr., were Edward Lamson, Jr. (husband of Catherine Bennett), and Rachel Hazleton (nee 
Lamson).

*Of note, per deeds years later in the Ocean County deed books, this transaction is mentioned amongst 
land records involving Phoebe Ann Headley Elberson (nee Lamson), who was daughter of Edward 
Lamson, Jr., deceased, the deceased son of Edward Lamson, Sr., in this record. Phoebe was one of the 
heirs. Phoebe was daughter of Edward Lamson, Jr., and Catherine Bennett. Phoebe's first husband was 
John Mathis Headley, and her second husband was Thomas Elberson. Phoebe is proven through many 
primary documents I have, and also accepted by the NJ Society of Mayflower Descendants as a 


Mayflower descendant.

Phoebe Elberson of Stafford Township, Ocean County, New Jersey, to Thomas H. Letts of the same place. 
The land that Phoebe is conveying was from part of the Division of Real Estate of her deceased 
grandfather, Edward Lamson, Sr. This is the last trace of Phoebe alive. Phoebe married first John Mathis 
Headley. Her second husband was Thomas Elberson. Phoebe was the daughter of Edward Lamson, Jr., 
and Catherine Bennett. Phoebe was the i: anapecaats of Edward Lamson, Sr., and Ruth Lewis.
